The following action is in response to the amendment received October 25, 2007 
and the request for continued examination received November 26, 2007. 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
25, 2007 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 13, 14, 16, and 18-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In the last two lines of claim 
13, the terms "its driven shaft end" and "its driving end" lack a proper antecedent basis, 
and the intended antecedent of "its" is not clear. This same recitation is in claim 16. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mueller('257). Mueller discloses a device comprising a drive train having a drive wheel 
40, a first clutch 60 comprising a fluid friction clutch and a drive shaft 76, which is 
capable of driving any of a number of accessories, including a coolant pump. The 
device of Mueller further comprises a second clutch, which comprises an 
electromagnetic clutch 48, which is connected to the drive train in parallel to the fluid 
friction clutch. The drive wheel 40 is a pulley having a web 96. The web, insofar as 
defined, can be considered a central web since it is radially centrally located relative to 
the belt-engaging portion of the pulley. The fluid friction clutch and the electromagnetic 
clutch each comprise a driving disk (92 and the axially facing web of pulley 44), which 
can be driven by pulley 40. The fluid friction clutch and the electromagnetic clutch are 
arranged on opposite sides of the web 96 and the driving disks are fastened on the 
drive shaft 76. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15 and 17 are allowed. 

Claims 13, 14 and 18-22 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claim 16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Response to Arguments 

The amendment to the specification overcomes the objection to the specification 
set forth in the rejection of May 25, 2007. Accordingly, the objection is withdrawn. 

Claims 13, 14, 16 and 18-22 are still considered to be indefinite, as set forth 
above in the rejection under 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph. With regard to these claims, 
however, the rejections under 35 USC 102(b) and 35 USC 103(a) are withdrawn. It is 
agreed, after reconsideration, that the drive shaft in Mueller is not mounted rotatably "in 
a bearing housing" that comprises a coolant pump impeller fastened to a driven shaft 
end. 

As noted above claims 15 and 17 are allowed. 

New claim 23 is anticipated by Mueller for the reasons set forth in the above 
rejection under 35 USC 102(b).
